The platform declares that the Pro- 


hibition party of Massachusetts re- 
affirms its allegiance to the principles 
upon which it was founded; that the su- 
preme issue before the Amerfcaan Reo- 
pld it the liquor traffic, and its attendant 
evils; that the attitude of the state to- 
ward the liquor traffic affects favorably 
or adversely every interest of the peo- 
ple, production, taxation, pauperism, 
crime, insanity, public peace, protection 
of persons and property, the interest 
of labor and of capital, the purity of the 
ballot, official integrity and even the 
permanent existence of republican form 
ef government, and that a matter of 
such importance should have prece- 
dence of all other issues.

AMONG THE MUD SPRINGS. 


Their Contents Are as Varied Im 


Color •• the Rainbow. 


Among the wonders of the Yellowstone 


National park noae excites more interest 
than what are known as "tbe paint pots," 
or boiling mud springs. There are sev- 
eral groups of these springs in. the parka, 
sne af the largest of which occupies a 
space ot 300 yards in length by 25 in 
width, in what is known as the valley of 
Alum creek, near the crater hills. A sec- 
ond group is near the wall of the grand 
tanyon of the Yellowstone, four miles be- 
low Yellowstone lake and six miles from 
the crater hills.' This group occupies a 
ipace three acres in extent, and it is said 
the springs present a magnificent sight 
when in the course of eruption. 


The principal spring Is called the Blue 


Mud Pot and is 35 feet in diameter. It 
is near the large sulphur spring and 
when in a tranquil state looks like a lake 
of blue mud. The contents of the spring 
are more like muddy water than thick 
mud, 
although at times the mud has a 


consistency of mortar. In some portions 
of the spring various degrees of consis- 
tency are found, ranging from the mud- 
dy water state to a thickness of common 
mortar. 


There are no particular times of erup- 


tions from these springs, and, though 
they are in groups or are very close to- 
gether, not more than two feet, separat- 
ing some of them, there seems to be no 
connection between them, and they are 
of different colors. Various shades of 
brown, red. pink, blue, lavender and 
gray are to he found, and when all of 
them are spouting together the kaleido- 
scopic coloring makes a beautiful pic- 
ture. The streams thrown from the cra- 
ters of the springs sometimes mount as 
high as 40 feet and in falling form an 
edge around the turbid lake that causes 
the resemblance to paint pots. In the 
valley of the Alum creek, where the Blue 
Mud Pot is found, tourists observe puffs 
of mud rising from the surface for over 
300 yards. 


The second group of springs presents 


every possible variation of color. There 
are perhaps hundreds of the smaller 
springs, all of them having the raised 
edges, which are covered with tho vari- 
colored mud. This mud has a tempera- 
ture of over 180 degrees and seems to be 
boiling at all times., The springs at this 
point greatly resemble caldrons of paint 
and are pink, lavender and pure white in 
color. 


In these smaller springs there la gen- 


erally a circular pit about ten feet deep 
completely covered on the outside with 
the colored mud. This mud when dried 
and burned, whether with fire or by the 
sun, makes the finest quality of plaster. 
Geologists claim that after being proper- 
ly worked np it would make better mor- 
tar or plaster than anything now used 
for the purpose. When the white mud 
is burned, it takes a form very much 
like that of finished meerschaum and is 
quite as pliable and lasting. The mud 
contains a great deal of sulphur and 
tastes strongly of alum. —St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

AIMED EEVOLVER AT' HER 


Charles Maiers Tried to Prevent Shoot*

thousand people were witnesses to a 
tragedy here yesterday which may re- 
sult in the death of two ycung men and 
its motive was jealousy.

Fred L. Jenks, a machinist at Millis, 


had come to this town, and shortly af- 
ter roon time, be met Miss Myra B. 
Spear, with whom he had been keeping 
company, but who, of late, had been, 
it is said, cold to his attentions. 
Jenks 


began to annoy her, and flourished a re- 
volver in her face, threatening to shoot 
her if she did not reciprocate his love. 


The young woman ran through the 


crowd, and was followed by Jenks, who 
was about to take aim with the weapon 
when 
he was stopped by Charles 


Malcrs, who struggled with him to 
wrest it from his grasp. Jenks refused 
to give up the revolver, but instead 
pulled the trigger twice. 
One bullet 


took effect in Maiers' body, about four 
inches below the heart, and he fell to 
tbe ground, surrounded by an excited 
and angry crowd. - 


As soon as Jenks realized wiiat he had 


done he turned the revolver upon him- 
self, and fired a bullet into his body 
near the heart. 
The excitement' upon 


the street was intense, and the people 
scattered in all directions, several hav- 
ing narrow escapes from 
being run 


down by the patrol wagon and ambu- 
lance, which had been summoned. 
Maiers was placed on board of a train 
and taken to the Massachusetts general 
hospital, at Boston, while Jenks was 
placed under arrest aud removed to the 
town hall, where medical attention was 
given him. 


Later in the afternoon Jenks was 


taken to the Massachusetts general 
hospital, at Boston. He refused to talk 
to any 
one, but it Is said that he 


admitted coming to the carnival with 
the express purpose of killing Miss 
Spears, whom, he alleged, had jilted 
him. 


The latest report from both of the 


injured ones indicates that there is hope 
for recovery in each case. Maiers, who 
is SO years of age, has a wife and one 
child in Norwood. He is employed at 
the car shops there.

The young woman whom Jenks evi- 


dently Intended should be his victim 
disappear °d in the crowd, but was later 
found and questioned by the police. 
Her story was to tbe effect that she had 
resented Jenks' attention to her, and 
he had become jealous of her.

Uiee before law. The strike is today the 
only weapon the laborer has, but it is 
weak and inefficient. 


"If the laboring men were half ;ts ac- 


tive on election day as they are in en- 
forcement of their strikes, they would 
wield a force that would right the evils 
which beset them. 


"The greatest danger of today is pri- 


vate 
monopoly. 
Not that any one 


monopoly is worse than others, but the 
principle is bad which tolerates any 
private monopoly. I have heard tliat 
the true solution of the problem is for 
the laboring man to divide profits with 
the trusts. 
That has been given as an 


argument for the trusts. Such a thing 
would be immoral and impolitic. 
It 


would be like dividing the spoils of the 
highwayman. 


"I want to warn you to resist the 


overtures of the trust. 
Beware when 


corporations ask you to join them. The 
farmers <!:an stand the encroachments 
«f the trust longer than you can. 
The 


farmers live off their farms. 
When 


trust prices go so high that the farmers 
cannot buy, they will eat the products 
of their own industry. 
But wheu tbe 


farmer (an no longer pay the trust 
prices, then there will be no more de- 
mand for the product of your toil, and 
"you can luake no more wages. 
! "The offer of the trusts to divide with 
ttre laboring man is a pitfall. 
Can you 


trust the corporations to divide hon- 
estly? 
No. 
When j'on permit pri- 


vate monoply to dictate terms of divi- 
sion, then you place yourselves wholly 
at their mercy. 


"You are witnessing a battle between 


labor and the great steel trust. 
This 


trust was willing to unionize some of 
Its mills, IVut 'vould have others open 
to non-union labor.

BOILED MEATS. 


By Louis Role. 


The most common and almost univer- 


sal dish throughout France, is a large 
piece of plaiuly-boiled fresh beef, from 
which the soup—or "potage," us it is 
there called—hus been partly made, and 
which 
is 
i separately 
served 
up 
a? 


"bouiili," accompanied by strong gravy, 
aud minced vegetables, or ^fowed cab- 
bage. Nov rhis, as coustuntly dressed, 
In the French mode, is eve-" delicatt, 
both "ill libre and flavor; while in the 
American manner of boiling it, it is al- 
ways almost bard and insipid. 


The reason of which, as explained by 


that celebrated cook, Carome, is this- 
The meat, instead of being put down 
to boil, "5s in tbe English method, is in 
France put in tlm pot with the -isual 
quantity of water, and placed at tho 
corner of the fireplace or range, whTP, 
slowly becoming hot, the heat grad- 
ually swells the muscular fibres of thp 
beef, dissolving the gelatinous substan- 
ces therein contained, and disengaging 
that 
portion 
which 
chemists 
term 


"ozinazoino," and which imparts savor 
to the flp=h, thus both rendering the 
meat tender and palatable, and the 
u.oth relishing and nutritive; whilst, on 
the contrary, if the pot be inconsider- 
ately put upon too quick a fire, the 
boiling is precipitated, the fibre coagu- 
lates, and hardens, the ozmazone is 
hindered from disengaging itself and 
thus nothing is obtained but a piece of 
tough meat, and. a broth without taste 
or succulence. 


Meat loses by cooking, from one-fifth 


to one-third of its whole weight. More 
is -lost by roasting than by boiling meat. 
In calculating for a family, one pound 
per day for each individual is a general 
allowance for dinner. 


Meat that is not to be cut till cold 


must bo well don» particularly in sum- 
mer. 


The nse of skewers in joints should 


be avoided as much as possible, as they 
let out the gravy; twine will answer 
better, often. 


Following the French, xaethod of boil- 


ing, as pointed out above, you will want 
a good sauce with your boiled beef and 
a horseradish sauce will just fill the bill. 
Make it in this way: 
Mix together 


two tables;ioenfuls of freshly grated 
horseradish, one tablespoonfnl of good 
cider vineear, one teaspoonful of sugar 
(powdered), one-half of a teaspoonful ' 
of salt and ^ue-qiiarter of a teaspoon- 
ful of dry mustard. Let the mixture 
stand for half an hour and just before 
serving stir in lightly three tablespoon- 
fuls of stitfly whipped cream. 


Another good horseradish sauce in 


made in this way: 
To two heaping 


tablespoonfuls of freshly grated horse- 
radish add one-third of a cupful of soft 
bread crumbs and one cupful of milk 
and simmer gently for twenty minutes 
Add one-half of a teaspoonful of'salt, 
one-quarter of a teaspoonful of white 
pepper and one heaping tablespoonful 
Of butte»;, stir for a moment and then 
take from the fire and serve at once. 


ROLLED RIB ROAST WITH RICED 


POTATOES. 


Have the backbone and ribs removed 


for the soup kettle and skewer the meat 
into a round shape. Dredge with salt, 
pepper and flour, set on a rack in the 
dripping pan in a hot oven, and when 
the outside is seared over add a little 
dripping melted in hot water. Reduce 
the heat and cookt ten minutes for each 
pound, basting often. 
Garnish with 


water cress and surround with riced po- 
tatoes prepared in this way: 
Pass 


through a ricer eight hot boiled potatoes, 
add three tablespoonfuls of butter, half 
a teaspoonful of salt and about half a 
cupful of hot milk or cream. 
Beat 


thoroughly and pass through the ricer 
about the meat. 


CAME PANADAS 


This dial* when nicely cooked, and 


tastefully Firmed, is, generally ipeikiBg, 
R very pep'ilar one in the sick room. 
Boil some £ nail came, such M a youag 
pheasant, or a partridge, until it is three 
parts co;>kf'<!. then remove the (kin. 
pick oil tbe flesh from the bones, and 
pound it in a mortar with a HttW «f 
the liquid in which it was boiled. Add, 
while pounding, two Jargo tablespoott- 
fuls of finely sifted bread crumbs, a, 
pleasant seasoning of salt, a teaspooaful 
of grated le-noa rind, and a grating of 
nutmeg. 
When the ingredients havo 


been well blended, and the meat 19 
pounded to a perfectly raiooth paste, 
put it .into a saucepan with a littlftmore 
of the liquid—just sufficient to make the 
preparation the consistency of food 
white sauce—and simmer very gently 
for tea minutes. This panada will keep 
good for three or four days and can be 
heated np, a few spoonfuls at a time. 
just as required. Put a layer of toasted 
dice on .a hot plate, pour a little of th* 
panada over, and serve. 


CHICKEN POT PIE. 
Dress and cut up two chickens. Thosa 


not over sis months old are best. Wash, 
thoroughly, bnt do not leave In water 
long. 
Put in a kettle with hot water 


enough to cook; salt, and cover closely. 
When partly done, add half a cup of 
butter; half an hour before it Is done, 
take two and a half cups of flour, mil 
through it t n-o teaspoons of baking pow« 
der, 
add hnif a cup of butter, then add 


sweet milk enough to mix, roll out and 
cut with bison it-cutter and bake. When 
done, break them in two and lay on a 
deep platter or vegetable dish. 
While 


they are baking, skim out the chicken 
into a dish, thicken the gravy with a lit- 
tle flour and butter braided together; 
have the gravy boil, then pour a little 
over the chicken and the rest over th* 
biscuit. 


RUSKS. 


Dissolve two yeast cakes hi naif a 


cupful of scalded milk, cooled to luke- 
warm. Add half a teaspoonful of salt 
and one cupful of flour, cover and let 
rise until very light. Then add one- 
fourth cupful of sugar, and one-fourth 
cupful 
of 
melted 
butter, 
three 


unbeaten eggs and enough flour to 
handle. Shnpu into finger rolls and place 
close together on a buttered sheet in 
parallel rows, two inches apart, let rise 
again and /bake about twenty minutes. 
When cold cut diagonally in slices half 
an inch thick aud brown evenly in the 
oven. 


KGG JUNKET. 
Separate tho whites from the yolks of 


two eggs, beat the whites untjl dry and, 
the yolks tiii Illicit. G-adually add the' 
yolks to the whites beating all the time 
and heat one pint of milk to lukewarm 
and dissolve in it one-fourth cupful of 
sugar. 
Add half a teaspoonful of 


vanilla and pour over the beaten eggs.. 
Stir in half a junket tablet dissolved in 
two teaspoonfuls of cold water and tura 
into sherbst glasses. Let stand in a 
warm place about half an hour until set, 
then chill. Serye with a tablespoonful 
of whipped cream, sweetened and fia« 
vored, on the top of each glass. 


FRICASSEE OF LAMB. 


Cut about two pounds of the ^neck, 


breast, flank or shoulder of lamG into 
small pieces, dredge with salt and flour 
and brown slightly in hot fat. Put them 
in a kettle with one or two onions, 
sliced, and cover with boiling water. 
Simmer until the bones are clean and 
will slip out and remove them and any 
uneatable portions and the fat from the 
liquor. Add salt and pepper to taste 
and hot water enoneh to make about 
three pints in all. When boiling briskly 
add one cupful of macaroni, broken into 
small pieces and cook twenty miriutes 
longer. 
Skim out the meat and maca- 


roni, thicken the liquor with a little flour 
stirred in cold water, boil five minutes 
and pour over the meat. 


POACHED EGGS A LA CREME. 
Into a frying pan nearly filled with 


boiling hot water strain a tablespoonful 
of vinegar through a double muslin and 
add a little salt. Break the eggs, one 
by one, into a saucer and slip them upon 
the top of the water after removing the 
pan- from the fire. Boil throe minutes 
and a half, drain and lay on buttered 
toast in a hot dish. 
Turn the water 


from the pan .and pour in 'half a cupful 
of cream or the same quantity of milk 
thickener! with a very little cornstarch. 
Let it come to a boil, stirring to prevent 
burning. th»-n add a large spoonful of 
butter,' and pepper and salt to taste. 
Boil up once more and pour over the 
eggs. 


SCALLOPED MUSHROOMS. 


Mix together one tablespoonful each 


of butter and flour and add two cupfuls 
of chicken broth or white slock. Then 
put in the chopped stalks of a pint of 
mushrooms and reduce the sauce one- 
half by sinuncring. Add a tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley and pepper and «alt 
to taste anii tnrn the sauce into a shal- 
low baking dish. Press into it as many 
mushrooms as will fit into the dish, pi no- 
ing them clobe together with the gills 
np. Put n piece of butter on the top of 
each, spriniJe with bread crumbs and 
place in the oven from five to eight min- 
•tes. Serve in the same dish. 


STEAMED GRAHAM BREAK* 


Sift throe cupfuh of graham flour 


with one cupful of white flour, one tea- 
spoonful of salt and three and a half 
level tpaspmnfuls of soda. Mix one 
cupful of ir.oia --cs with two and n half 
cupfuls of '•our milk and stir into the 
dry ingrcf i-nt*.. When we'll mixed, turn 
into a •ftp", buttered mould and steam 
four horn*, standing the mould on a 
muffin rinp in a deep boiler to prevent 
burning, if no steamer is at hand. 


RISOTTO. 


Put half a cup of rice over the fire in 


nearly a quart of cold water, heat 
quickly and boil eight or ten minutes. 
Drain through a sieve, rinse with 
plenty of cold water and drain again. 
Melt one tablespoonful of butter in a 
saucepan, add the rice and saute gently 
two or three minutes without browning. 
Then add one cup of tomato pulp, a fev? 
grains of cayenne and half a teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Simmer until the rice la 
tender, turn into a hot dish and sprinkle 
with half a cup of grated cheese. Serve 
very hot. 


JELLIED CHICKEN. 


This is very nice. Cook until tender, 


so the bones will come out easily; cool, 
and take out all the bones, skim out tha 
meat and chop fine. Use one quart of 
the liquid and one box of gelatine for 
the meat and three chickens, medium- 
sized; pour the liquid over the gelatine 
when hot. When dissolved, pour over 
the miuced chicken, which 'should be 
salted to taste. Pour it all into a mold 
and set in a cool place. When cold 
enough, it should be placed in tue ice. 
box. 
Slice for lunch or supper. 


TONGUE SALAD. 


Boil, skin and trim a tongue, cut In 


dice and add the whites of six hard 
boiled eggs, cut in similar pieces. Cut 
fine the stalks of three heads of celery 
and mix with the tongue and eggs. Make 
a dressing by beating together four eggs, 
six tablespoonfuls of vinegar, five of 
melted butler, one of prepared mustard, 
one of sugar and two-thirds of a cupful 
of cream. Put over the fire in a double 
boiler and cook until as thick as custard, 
Bet aside to cool, season with salt and 
cayenne, thin with lemon juice, mix 
with the tongue and other ingrcdieuts 
and serve. 


TO STEW LOBSTERS. 


Extract from the shells of two lob- 
sters, previously boiled, all the meat; 
take two-thirds of a quart of vater, 
and stew the shells in it, with mace, 
nnground pepper, and salt. Let it boil 
an hour or more, till you have obtained 
all that is to be had from the shells: 
then strain. Add the richest part of 
the lobster and some of the best of the 
firm meat to some thin melted butter; 
squeeze a small portion of lemon juice 
into it; pour this into the gravy, and 
when warmed, it is ready to serve. 


BLANCMANGE. 


In three pints of water put two ounces 


of if-inelass; let it boil for thirty inia- 
utes, strain it into a pint and a half of 
cream, sweeten it, aud add a few bitter 
almonds; boil it up once, let it settle, 
then turn it into any mould you intend 
to use. 


CHEESE BALLS. 


Mix a cupful of cream cheese, tic soft 


variety, with one tabtespoonful of flour 
and one-fourth toaspoonful each of salt 
and paprika. 
Beat the whites of two 


eggs to a stiff froth and fold them into 
the mixture, shape in small halls, roll in 
cracker dust and fry In deep fat. Drain 
OB soft tissue paper.

PASTORS IN THEIR PULPITS 


Rev.W.L Tcnney on Trusts and Unions. 


1 
A Series e! Sermons Begun 


The churches of 
the city Sunday 


welcomed the pastors back from vaca- 
tions to their pulpits, while in most 
cases the choirs were on duty again. 
The storminess of ths day made the 
audiences for the most part small. 


At the Congregational church Rev. 


W. L. Tenney preached a Labor day 
sermon in the evening, from the text 
in Ruth: 
"And behold. Boaz came 


came from Bethlehem, and said unto 
the reapers, The Lord be with you. And 
they answered him, The Lord bless 
thee." How simple would be the in- 
dustrial problems of the day, said Mr. 
Tenney, jf they were based on this at- 
titude. In the story of Ruth we find 
capital represented by Boaz, organ- 
ized labor by his reapers, and non- 
union labor by Ruth. Yet the feeling 
between capital and organized labor Is 
shown in the text to be of the most 
cordial, wh le towards the non-union 
element the regard is shown to exist 
as well. They are all one in 
their 


mutual regard is shown to exist as 
well. They are aU one in their mutual 
regard for each other, for God and for 
humanity. With this three-fold regard 
the problems of today would be much 
simplified. 


Today we find a bitter war between 


the trusts and the labor unions, one 
standing as truly as the other for an 
economic advance. These two forces 
must be regarded as permanent, and 
we must recognize three great obli- 
gations. 


Both trusts and labor unions are 


under obligations to the public, the 
trusts, because the public enables the 
monopoly, the unions, in recognizing 
the strike as the last resort. 


Both are als.o tinder obligations to 


each other. The trust must recognize 
the manhood of its employes, ?,nd the 
unions must recognize the right of the 
trust to manage its own business. The 
unions must recognize the ability of 
business management of the corpora- 
tions, such for instance as that which 
made it cheaper for the Windsor com 
pany to pay Colonel Bracewell $25,000 
a year than to pay some men $1.50 a 
day. 


In the third place both must recog- 


nize something higher than themselves 
truth and honor. The trusts must not 
rob others, and the unions must keep 
as sacred their contracts. 


The first of a series of she sermons

the Methodist church Sunday evening 
by 
the 
pastor, 
the 
theme 
being, 


"What often happens when God makes 
our gardens fruitful and flowery." The 
central thought o£ Rev, Mr. Hamilton's 
address was tha.t sin. is most ram- 
pant amid prosperous surroundings in- 
stead of in barren regions, am?, using 
the fall of Adam and Eve as a basis 
Mr. Hamilton developed this thought 
very fully. 
As illustrating the evil 


effect of the satisfaction of all desires. 
Mr. Hamilton said that the men who 
go wrong most often are the men be- 
tween 45 and 60 years of age who have 
reached a condition of satiety. 
He 


also ,said that the things which are 
veiled and forbidden to men are what 
cause their undoing.

Professor KSoj£ BfaUea NOT* Pol«t In 


Discasainff Balloon*. 


Professor 
King, the 
Philadelphia 


aeronaut, insists that M. Santos-Du- 
mont has not solved the problem of 
aerial navigation with his new airship. 


"Santos-Dtimont is undertaking much 


more thfin Is asked to be done for bal- 
loons alone," said Professor King to n 
reporter of the Philadelphia Telegraph. 
"If we could but poise the balloon by 
gome method in the air we might ob- 
tain some species of aerial navigation 
by taking advantage of the various 
currents to be fou^d In the upper re- 
gtaas. 


"Now, aeronauts have not been able 


to accomn'/h tl:!s poising at will in 
any manner except with the drag ropo, 
The heat of the ean thwarts all our 
efforts to maintain a constant altitude. 
Bantos-Dumoat very cunningly avoids 
the sunshine, which would 'run away* 
with him if he dared expose himself to 
It. The expansive effect of the sun's 
rays amounts ia the case of an ordinary 
balloon to hundreds o! pounds of buoy- 
ancy powtr, and Santos-Dumont would 
be exposed to that difficulty with his 
elongated balloon quite as much as we 
are with tbc spherical one*-"

HOW COLD IS ICEt 
Water la Knelt Ws*m«v •• 


Sntexuer Than IB Winter. 


Is ice any colder in winter than !a 


lummer? Most people suppose not. They 
understand that ice is ice and cannot be 
nuy colder or warmer. 


If a thermometer is buried in ice In 


summer, it will indicate 32 degrees. If 
you throw a piece of ice into boiling wa- 
ter and leave it there till it is almost 
Eone, what is left will still be at 32 de- 
grees. Ice cau never be got above that 
temperature. 


But while ice can never be warmed 


above 32 degrees, it will go as much be- 
low that as the weather does. An ice- 
man delivering ice one zero day in Janu- 
ary was asked whether his ice was any 
colder than ia July. He thought not; but, 
as a matter of fact, a piece of summer 
Ice, if he had had it, would have been 
jbmething of a foot warmer for him, as 
It would have been 30 degrees warmer 
than the air of the bottom of his wagon. 


Mixing salt with ice makes it much 


cooler. The ice in an ice cream freezer 
goes down to about zero. This is why 
the point zero on our common thermom- 
eters was fixed where it is. It was sup- 
posed to be the lowest point which could 
be reached by artificial means. 
Since 


then we have reached about 383 degrees 
below zero by chemical processes. 
, Ice will cool down with everything else 
on a cold night to zero or below. What 
should prevent it? On a day when it is 
just freezing a block of iron and a block 
of ice outdoors will stand at 82 degrees. 
If the weather grows warmer, the iron 
will warm up with the weather, but the 
ice will stay at 32 degrees and melt away. 
But if the weather grows colder the iron 
and ice will cool off, too, and one just as 
much as the other. 


As the ice grows colder it gets harder 


and roore brittle. 
There can be no 


"hickory bend" on the skating pond on, a 
zero day, for ice is then, too brittle. Sliv- 
ers of ice dipped in liquid air become so 
hard that they will cut glass. 
Water 


thrown oa ice in the arctic regions will 
shiver it like pouring boiling water upon 
cold glass. This is because the ice is so 
much colder than the water.—New York 
Sun.

ROCKEFELLER ROiMICE 


Facts Aoout John D., Jr., and 


It Is claimed that oil of sassafras will 


keep little red ants out of sugar and cake 
boxes, iceboxes, safes, cupboards and 
other places where food is kept. 


If your room seems damp, distribute 


salt iu shallow bowls about in places 
where it will not be conspicuous, and an 
improvement will be shortly noticed. 


When-the floors are to be mopped, add 


to each pail of warm water two table- 
spoonfuls of carbolic acid. It leaves the 
wood in a sweet and healthy condition. 


If a flannel cloth dipped in kerosene, 


then wrung dry, be used in rubbing off 
dirty finger marks from paint, the grate- 
ful housekeeper will repeat the experi- 
ment often. 


A cupful of vinegar placed in an open 


basin on the stove while cabbage, cauli- 
flower, onions or fish are cooking will 
permeate the kitchen with its aroma and 
do away whJi unploasaut odors. 


One of the reasons why mirrors spot 


and blur is that tUey are placed where a 
strong light falls upon them. 
They 


should be arranged BO as to have the 
light cocae to them from the sides. 


Ferns used on the dining table should 


not be kept there except during meal- 
time. They require more light than it is 
possible for them to get in most dining 
rooms to keep the soil from souring. 


A Chalk and & Ginger Diet. 


I have known many instances of girls, 


in their foolish desire for a "genteel" 
paleness, eating dry rice nnd chalk and 
refusing as much as possible a flesh diet. 
Chalk certainly and probably rice eaten 
in excess in this way would tend indi- 
rectly to induce pallor by deranging the 
digestive organs and obstructing the nat- 
ural secretions of the body. Habitual 
constipation alone is a frequent cause of 
anasiuia. 


Half a century ago the plump and 


rosy cheeked damsels of a Buckingham- 
shire village found that they, with their 
robust charms, were neglected by local 
swains, who favored pale and Icuguish- 
ing nsaiclens from the metropolis. 
To 


counteract this deplorable tendency some 
of the gills endeavored to modify their 
rotundity and make themselves pale or 
fair by eating ginger. Others indulged 
in chalk and scraped slate pencil, and a 
few tried all three.

more or less in producing pallor and

This may be 
done by pasting together newspaper 
Strips cut two inches wide, with a prepa- 
ration mode by soaking two tcaspoonfiils 
of powdered gum tragncnnth in one pint 
of cold water for an hour and then plac- 
ing the bowl containing it in a pan of 
boiling water and stirring until the gum 
is all dissolved. Sis of the strips should 
be pasted together, and then pasted over 
nil cracks of doors aod windows, leaving 
the exit door to be sealed after the fuoii- 
gator has been st.-.rted. Gum tragaeanth 
is f nsily washed off and docs not discolor 
faint or woodwork.

He 
Is an athlete of no mean order, he is 
not averse to driving behind a fast 
horse and is an accomplished violinist. 
But it is as the teacher of the young 
men's Bible class In the Fifth Avenue 
Baptist church that Mr. Rockefeller 
finds his greatest pleasure. There for 
three years he has conducted Bible 
studies, assieted at times by his father. 
who in this work, as In every thing- else, 
Is his guide and philosopher. 


In personal appearance Mr. Rocke- 


feller bears little resemblance to his 
father. 
He Is about flvs feet eight 


inches ia height, of slight but well knit 
frame, and his features are pale and 
Intellectual. His eyas are blue and are 
shaded by eyebrows of black, bushy 
hair which almost meet. When seated 
at his desk he wears rimless glasses, 
and his aspect is that of a divinity stu- 
dent rather thau of the man of affairs. 


Though Mr. Rockefeller goes little 


into society -and has never belonged to 
a club since his college days, when be 
was a member of the Alpha Delta Phi 
at Brown university, he is one of the 
(best dressed men in New York. ' He la 
partial to quiet colors, but his clothing 
Is always fashioned from the choicest 
fabrics. 


• Punctual to the minute In business 
engagements, one might set a clock by 
Mr. Rockefeller's daily schedule. Dur- 
ing the summer he makes his home at 
Boxwood, the country seat of John D. 
Rockefeller in Tarrytown. He is up at 
half past 0 every .moraing and for the 
ensuing hour may be seen about tbe 
Rockefeller stables or at the wood pile 
chopping wood, a form of exercise to 
.which he long ago became accustomed. 
Breakfast over, ha drives to the rail- 
road station in time to catch the train 
leaving Tarrytown for. New York at 20 
minutes to 9 o'clock. One hour later 
he is at his desk iu the office of tbe 
Standard Oil company in lower Broad- 
(way. He is never late. 


Mr. Rockefeller at noon patronizes 


ft Broad street cafe, where he partaken 
of a frugal luncheon, for which he al- 
lows himself 30 minutes. The meal 
rarely costs him more than 30 cents. 
The day's wort over, Mr. Rockefeller 
times himself to catch a train from the 
Grand Central station at S:30 o'clock. 
There is always a buclsboard at Tarry- 
town to meet him. and he takes keen 
pleasure Jn driving a dashing pair of 
ibays up the hill and on to Boxwood. 
The remainder of the day he devotes 
to pleasures of his own choosing— read- 
ing. violin playing or walks about the 
estate. 


I Almost primitive in Its simplicity, the 
tome life of the Rockefellers is yet de- 
lightful. Dinner is served at 6 o'clock 
In three courses— soup, n. roast and 
'dessert Then comes the family gather- 
ing. When Mr. Rockefeller's daugh- 
ters were at home, piano recitals, with 
violin 
accompaniment, 
preceded 
a 


service of eong and 'family playing. 
Now father and eon provide the music, 
and John D. Rockefeller, Jr., who pos- 
sesses a flue voice, is often beard ren- 
dering solo selections. 


It is In eucb an atmosphere that 


young Mr. Rockefeller has been reared. 
Home ties were stronger than the 
blandishments of society, and if he 
ever had a sweetheart before his meet- 
ing with Miss Aldrich the ffect is not 
generally known. 


Only once has Mr. Rockefeller been 


known to speculate. Ttr.t was when 
he first came from college. A lucky 
*turn" in the shares of the United 
States Leather company netted him 
$400,000, but be is said to have lost 
his profits and a considerable sum ID 
addition by a subsequent "slump." He 
decided, after ..this .experience to leave

WIRELESS SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


Hew Invention • That ITiea Electric 


Car rent y of t&e Earth. 


Daniel Drawbaugh, the aged in- 


ventor who for many years fought the 
Bell Telephone company to establish 
bis right to priority of the invention of 
the telephone, now announces, says a 
Harrisburg (Pa.) dlspatcb to the Phila- 
delphia Frees, that lie lias Invented a 
wireless signal system wWch, • he as- 
serts, is capable of application to teleg- 
raphy and telephony. 


Mr. Drawbaugh's theory Is compre- 


hended Jn the use ot the electric cur- 
rents of tbe earch 'astead of the other 
currents with which wireless telegraph 
experiments have hitherto been made. 
His proposition differs from that of 
Marconi. By means of his instruments 
Mr. Drawbaugh says fie bos been able 
to successfully signal a distance over 
half a mile without the use of wires, 
with his shop as one station and the 
farm of Samuel Hertzler as the other. 
Experiments so far, he says, have 
shown that distance increases the effi- 
ciency of tnafsystem, the sounds being 
more distinct at half a mile than at the 
distance of a dozen feet. 


Mr. Drawbaugh Ms constructed a 


machine capable of producing a high 
number of electrical vibrations to the 
minute, and this machine plays a very 
Important part in the system of wire- 
less signaling which he has invented. 
So far the only otter apparatus used 
are the ordinary cendifig and receiving 
Instruments used in telegraphing and 
telephoning. - 


Attached to the sending apparatus Is 


a wire which Is grounded, and the re- 
ceiving station consists merely of a 
similar grounded wire connected with 
the receiving instrument. Many of his 
experiments have been performed from 
a small boat which is sent down the 
creek which runs by the workshop to a 
distance of half a mile. The results 
obtained under these conditions are as- 
serted to have been most satisfactory, 
and Mr. Drawbaugh firmly believes 
that communication with ships at sea 
is perfectly f-ensiblo with his system.

J States during the fiscal year Just end- 
ed, as shown by the treasury bureau of, 
statistics, Washington, amounted to 
$22,317,496 against ?19,502,813 in the

$11,008,048 in 1897, $10,$tG,062 in 189G 
and $8,391,028 In 1891. Thus the value 
of coal exportafions from tbe United 
States has doubled since 1897 and near- 
ly trebled In the decade. These figures 
relate to values. Measured by quon-, 
tity, the increase has been even great- 
er, the exports in 1001 being 7,676,149 
tons against 2,399,039 tons in 1S91, thus 
making the total exports of 1901 in 
quantity more than three times as 
much as In 1801.

ELECTRICITY'S ADVANCE 


Many Improvements Seen In 


the New Inventions. 


TB EXHIBITS AT PAN-AMEEIOAN 


Skown !• In the Iitne of 


Greater Comp»otne»s With Increa*- 
•d Petrev and ?n Appliance* FOP 
Public Safety In Transportation. 
Electric Railroad Devices.

Other world's fairs have marked the 


progress of electrical development by 
the telephone, the Incandescent light, 
the trolley car and the phonograph. 
The Pan-American is peculiarly repre- 
sentative of electrical power transmis- 
sion, 'says a Buffalo dispatch to the 
NewYork Sun, because about half the 
energy used comes by cable from the 
powei1 plant at Niagara falls. 


The Edison storage battery is shown 


In a small glass box. Only one cell Is 
exhibited. rThe weight Is 5& pounds. 
It consists of eight plates of nickel and 
iron' in a solution of caustic potash. It 
represents one-eighth of one horsepow- 
er, or 1.2 volts. Its capacity is 100 
iWatt hours. The weight of a battery 
of one horsepower would therefore be 
between 40 and 50 pounds, whereas the 
ordinary battery weighs an average of 
170 or 180 pounds to each horsepower. 


Automobile batteries are of from four 


to nine horsepower. The saving in 
weight on a four horsepower automo- 
bile Is that of 240 pounds compared 
with 850 pounds. For this1 battery is 
asserted not only longer life, but ulso 
Immunity from the common diseases 
of storage batteries. It may be over- 
charged without harm to the battery, 
and all the energy contained in It may 
be expelled without injury, while the 
ordinary battery suffers if discharged 
below a certain point. It contains four 
plates on each side instead of an un- 
even number, as In other batteries, and 
this is supposed to be one of Edison's 
discoveries bearing on its indestructi- 
bility. 


An exhibition of the electric system 


«sed on the Manhattan Elevated rail- 
way Is made by a Schenectady com- 
pany. This is what Is known as the 
train control system and is equipped 
with 125 horsepower motors, two under 
each ear. A new Invention for the 
safety of these trains Is shown. A half 
pound downward pressure on the con- 
troller Is required of the motor driver 
who is In control of the whole train. 
Suppose the motorman should drop in 
a fit, be struck by a missile or other- 
wise disabled while the train was go- 
ing at fall speed. He has no fireman in 
the cab with'him like the engineer of a 
locomotive. By this new device when 
the motorman's band leaves the con- 
troller the power is shut off, the brakes 
applied and the train stops. It cannot 
be started again until the hand of ttfe 
controller Is brought back to the start* 
tog point 


A new electric brake is shown on a 


standard trolley car truck with 33 
horsepower motors. 
It works inde- 


pendently of the trolley and could con- 
trol a car.which had slipped Its trolley 
on such an incline, for instance, as the 
Btate street bill In Albany. The power 
to work the brake is generated by the 
motors. The brake consists of two 
plates, one of which is fixed to the axle 
and revolves with the wheel. The 
other plate, beside the motor, contains 
two coils. The application of the brake 
magnetizes t the stationary disk and, 
drawing the revolving disk to it, stops 
it and the axle. It ia possible to stop 
the wheeli instantly when the car Is go- 
ing 40 miles an hoar, bat the motor- 
man who made M abrupt a stop might 
send bis passengers through the for* 
ward end of tb* car. One* set, the 
brake remains fixed until turned off by 
the trolley power, demagnetiting the 
plate. 


The machinery nsed in the develop- 


ment of Niagara fall* power is shown. 
New forou'of electric lights,- arc and 
incandescent, are exhibited, producing 
• more refined light, but no Invention 
of practical valwriB that line is shown 
beyond the hylo bulbs, which may be 
turned on for any caidlo power from 
1 to 16. Ibis incandescent light ia ex- 
hibited in connection with a meter 
Which shows that the electric power 
nsed )• In proportion to the candle 
power used. Light* of this class for 
use in the PhptofWpber^. dark room 


are shown lu \arious designs. 


Portable batteries for physicians are 


shown in light and compact form. Wo- 
men -have found attractions In the elec- 
tricity building in devices for supple- 
menting beauty. A band battery equip- 
ped with a dry cell and supplying a 
powerful current which will cure rheu- 
matism by massage or take crow's feet 
from the cheeks wing their attention. 
The removal of superfluous hair and 
other toilet services nre performed by 
electrical devices of many sorts. 


Telephones occupy a good part of the 


electricity building, but without show- 
tag any remarkable advancement. Of 
course there are automatic exchanges 
and 
switchless phones 
for 
office 


branches, but the sightseers much pre- 
fer the phonographs, and a talking ma- 
chine singing "Dolly Gray" gets a hun- 
dred people to one for the new inven- 
tions. 


In the government building the elec- 


tric typewriter is to be seen. It is ca- 
pable of twice the speed of the ordi- 
nary machine if the operator be espe-; 
cially efficient and has new methods1 
for automatic spacing between words 
and between lines.

DOGS AND RATTLESNAKES. 


ffiey Hay Live Together, but They 


Are Not the Best of Friends. 


"Of course you have heard it said," re- 


marked the man back from the west, 
"that rattlesnakes and prairie dogs are 
close friends, rent the same house and 
make a happy family. 


"It certainly is a fact that the reptile 


Is generally found in the prairie dog t il- 
lage. But I was once witness of a little 
scene which went far to prove to me, at 
least, that a prairie dog loves a rattler 
somewhat less than is commonly sup- 
posed. I was riding after cattle ia Wyo- 
ming not far from the Colorado line 
when it came off. 


"Prairie dogs form the principal crop 


In those parts, and their quaint antics 
never failed to amuse me. On this par- 
ticular occasion I had managed to get 
close to a colony and waited for develop- 
ments. 
Considerably apart from the 


others, two dogs were sitting with their 
noses close together. They appeared to 
be very much concerned over the move- 
ments of a big rattler which was lazily 
crawling about near them. When the 
enake moved a length or two, the dogs 
became excited and dancedjike little lu- 
natics, but if the rattler ceased his mo- 
tion there were the cute little cusses, 
with their noses together, managing 
somehow to keep abreast of his majesty 
without seeming to follow him. 


"Once the snake coiled, and then the 


dogs had business elsewhere, bnt when 
he straightened out they were on deck 
again. The rattler In the course of his 
wriggluigs came to a hole and stopped 
there, as though undetermined as to 
whether it would be worth while to enter 
or not Now the prairie dogs began to act 
in the most unaccountable manner, as 
though they had been feeding on loco 
weed and had suddenly felt the effects. 
They danced on one hind foot and rolled 
over. They dashed up behind the snake 
as though they were aching to push 
hini into the hole, and ever and anon 
they would come to attention, with noses 
together— talking, I suppose. 


"But they didn't have much time for 


these goings on, for the sn&ke soon began 
to slip into tho hole. The dogs, though 
very intent upon his movements, remain- 
ed perfectly quiet until the last of him 
had disappeared. Then they got to work 
in earnest, and tba way they kicked the 
dirt into that hole was a caution.

Touching on tkc dogmatic teachings 


eoataifitd in tlte Bible, Bev. Francis E. 
Giffdt, $. »., in his book, "The Bible *s 
a Literature," snys: 


"While the Bible contains BO many 


valuable teachings concerning God and 
his attributes, it is comparatively silent 
•boat the vast universe of which we form 
• part. It has little or nothing to do with 
the wonderful phenomena of nature be- 
yond the description of their outward 
appearances simply because it never w as 
the object of the sacred writers to add to 
man's knowledge of the laws of the visi- 
ble uuiverse. 


"On the other hand and in pursuance 


of its own doctiiaal purpose, it frequent- 
ly speaks of the beginning and the end of 
the woilJ. Itb teachings concerning 
these two great questions, the solution of 
which lies beyond the range of reason 
and experience, may b« briefly stated as 
follows: 


"There was a time when nothing of all 


that we see existed. The universe was 
not yet; but God was, and his infinite 
power accounts for its production. TLis 
is the plain teaching of the opening words 
of the fii-bt book of the Old Testament. 


"Besides 
inculcating repeatedly the 


same doctrine (see, for instance, Acts 
xvii, 24; Ephesians iii, 9) the New Testa- 
ment states explicitly that the act of 
creation extended to 'all things in heaven 
and on earth, visible and invisible, wheth- 
er thrones or dominions or principalities 
or powers,' so that the spirit world must 
also bo included among the creatures of 
the Almighty. 


"It is likewise from the New Testament 


alone that we learn something concerning 
the end of the world. 'Heaven and 
earth,' that is the visible universe as we 
know it, 'shall pass.' It shall come to 
end through a conflict of the various pow- 
ers of nature which will entail a universal 
coufiagiation. 
" 'The heavens and earth which are 


no'w 
* * * are 
reserved 
unto fire 


against the day of judgment * * * in 
which the heavens shall pass away with 
great violence and the elements shall be 
melted with heat, and the earth and the 
works which aie in it shall be burned up.' 


"Such a tremendous calamity, however, 


will not result in the total and eternal de- 
struction of the world, but rather in a re- 
newed and improved condition of all 
things. 'But we look for new heavens 
and a new earth, according to his 
(Christ's) promises, in which justice 
dwelleth.' "

LABOR'S J5REAT DAY 


More Than Two Thousand 


Men Were in Line at 


Pittsfield Yesterday 


BI6 CROWD SAW THE SPORTS 


North Adams Made Fine Appearance 
in Parade and Won Its Share of 
Contests. Byars Running Team 


Got Second Money at Hoo- 


sick Falls Field Day 


Though the weather early yesterday 


morning was unpropitious enough to 
prevent hundreds who had planned to 
do so from going to Pittsfield from this 
end of the county, a very large crowd 
did attend and the third annual field 
day of the Central Labor unions of 
Berkshire county at the shire city was 
a great success. 
Pittsfield put on a 


holiday appearance and was ready to 
extend a warm greeting to the fellow 
workers and their friends who went 
down from this part of. the county, 
and as the clouds lifted and the day 
was pleasant from the middle of the 
forenoon until near the close of the 
day, 
when a few events had to be cut 


out because of the rain, the unions felt 
themselves 
fairly favored 
by 
the 


powers that dispense the weather con- 
ditions. 


Before leaving this city the 
local 


unions gave a short parade; fend street 
demonstration under the charge of 
William Dobson, grand marshal of the 
day. 
The marching unionists made 


an excellent appearance and there was 
a big crowd out to see them off. The 
parade ended at the depot where a 
special train of 15 cars, drawn by two 
engines, was so well filled that when 
the 
Adams 
delegation 
was taken 


aboard it was uncomfortably crowded. 
Big crowdeg °f excursionists also went 
down on the regular trains at 9.25 and 
noon The organizations 
represented 


in the local parade and at Pittsfield 
were the same as given in Saturday 
night's Transcript with the addition 
of about a dozen members of the re- 
cently organized teamsters' union. 


At Pittsfield the parade was held 


about 11 o'clock, and it is estimated 
that about 2000 
men 
were in line, 


which included 700 from thjs city and 
400 from Adams, 
with 
some 
other 


towns represented outside of Pittsfield. 
There were a. number cf handsome 
floats, and they attracted much atten- 
tion. Those of Gimlich & White, Geo. 
H. Cooper and R. A. Chapman were 
specially 
noticeable. The procession 


formed at the city hall park about 10 
o'clock and awaited the arrival of the 
other unions of the north by special 
train. The line of march was down 
East street to First, to Maple,wood 
avenue, to North, to South, as far as 
Broad street, countermarching to Wa- 
conah street, and thence to the fair- 
grounds. The procession was reviewed 
by the mayor, city council, past presi- 
dents of the central labor unions of 
Pittsfield, North Adams and Adams, 
from a stand near the "Merrill building 
on North street. 


The procession was led by a platoon 


of 16 policemen. The North Adams 
delegation was accompanied by the 
North Adams City band and then came 
representatives from the Central La- 
bor union, followed by members of the 
affiliated unions. 
The North Adams 


unions presented a fine appearance, 
and after them came the workmen 
from Adams, about 400 in all. As they 
reached the junction of- North 
and 


East streets the members of the Pitts- 
field Central Labor and various affili- 
ated unions joined in the procession 
just behind the Adams 
delegation, 


with the Htitsfield cpintilngent were 
St. Joseph's and the city bands, the 
F. M. T. A. and Pomeroy drum corps. 
Nearly all places along North street 
were decorated with flags. 


As soon as the procession passed up 


the street the crowd MI ent, too, and for 
the rest of the day the trolley cars of 
the Pittsfield street ro*»vay company 
were filled to their capacity. 
All of 


the extra and closed cars were pressed 
into service and a great many walked 
the mile or more to the scene of the 
sporting events of the day. 


An excellent program of races and 


sports had 
been 
arranged and the 


crowd was well satisfied with what 
they saw and heard. One of the prin- 
cipal attractive features was the ball 
game between Pittsfield and Dalton 
and all of the baseball sports were on 
hand to see it. Another drawing card 
was the horse race among four well- 
known Pittsfield drivers.each of whom 
thought he owned the speediest ani- 
mal. The quartet was composed of M. 
J. McMahon, Dave Monier, Jerry Mc- 
Donald and B. F. Mills. Mr. Mc- 
Mahon won the race in three straight 
heats and incidentally the prize mon- 
ey offered by the Central Labor union, 
consisting of $150 and 
the 
sweep- 


stakes. The owners drove their own 
horses. The rain had made the track 
very heavy and in front of the judge's 
stand there was a good sized pond, 
all of which prevented fast time be- 
ing made. 


The professional running race -was 


not so interesting and the first heat 
run was called off because of a misun- 
derstanding of signals on the part of 
the riders. In the next heat run the 
horse, Linnle Gage, owned by J. A. 
Johnson of North Adams, threw its 
rider as he was about to tur ndown the 
home stretch and Eddie Murphy, 15 
years old, of Peck's road in Pittsfield 
was struck in the right knee and it 
was found later that his leg was bro- 
ken. The next time around the same 
horse again went through the -crowd 
as he was about to turn into the home 
stretch and several people were knock- 
ed down and slightly injured. The rid- 
er was threatened with arrest if he 
took the horse on the track again.

will be asfcpd to withdraw 


its troops and^pay for the damage they 
have done.

provisional government at Tien-Tsin. 
His wife who js now visiting Rev. W. 
L. Tenney in this city and Rowe, has' 
received a letter from her husband 
which indicates that the provisional 
government will remain in force for 
some time
